The Death Report. 


The reguiar monthly mortality report of the 
Health Department for the month ending 
June 30, 188), was issued to-day. The number 
of deaths during the month from all causes 


was 712, a decrease of 102 in comparison with 
June, 1888. The largest number of deaths 
from one disease was diarrha@a (85), all under 
5 years. The number of deaths from that dis- 
ease last year during June was 181, all ander 5 
years. Deaths fromjdiphtheria last month were 
12 in all, the number from tne same cause 
during June, 1883, amounting to 34. The num- 
ber of deaths from scarlet fever last month 
amounted to 11; for June, 1888, 1. The number 
of deaths in city institutions the past month 
was 103 in all. The nativity of tlie dead was 
as follows: Born in St. Louis, 364; other parts 
of United States, 183; Germany, 102; Ireland, 
40. The banner ward for deaths during the past 
month was the ‘Twenty-third, which led with 46 
deaths and was closely followed 
by the Tenth, with 11 total of 
43; the Twenty-sefynth came third, with 
387 from all causes. he nuuber of still births 
last month amounted to 63. The number of 
birthe all told reported to the Health Depart- 
ment was 851; white births, 807, and colored 
births 44.

President of the Police Board. The gamblers 
brought a replevin suit in Justice Spaulding's 
Court and got a judgment against 
the police, that when the constable attempted 
to recover the property Capt. Joyce threw 


him out of the police station. The 
gamblers’ attorneys insisted on hia secur- 
ing the implements and apparatus and 


the constables, Hyde and Peterson, went 
there with anumber of special deputies to 
secure the property. The police were pre- 
ared for them, however, and ejected the 
orce of deputies from the building.

AN ARCADIAN COMMUNITY, 


What the Thrifty Block Islanders Got for 
Their Votes. 


From the New York Evening Post. 

Block Isiand’s reputation as a summer re- 
sort has brought it into national prominence 
during the past ten or fifteen years, and it is 
visited each year now by people from alli 
parts of the country. Few of these visitors 
see in the little community of 1,500 or 2,000 in- 
habitants anything more than a plain sea- 
faring and fishing community, of primitive 


tastes and rather barren lives. Twenty years 
ago, in fact, the inhabitan:s of the island 
were remarkably primitive both in habits and 
knowledge. They wentto church barefooted 
in the summer, and knew little of the outside 
world, The rapid development of their island 
into a summer resort has done much to intro- 
duce to them both the benefits and the abuses 
of civilization, but the influence which has 
been most revolutionary and zharmtful has 
been that of politics. This has not come from 
a portion of the outside world more remote 
than the mainiand of the State of 
Rhode Island, to which their island be- 
longs. The annual necessity of carrying 
Rhode Island in order to have the moral 
effect’’ for the cause of protection in the 
land, has, as is notorious now, converted the 
entire State into more or less ofa rotten 
borough; and from evidence which is now be- 
ing taken in a contested election case on 
Block Island, this primitive fishing com- 
munity has had its morals debauched in the 
most wholesale manner. 

At the last election on the Island the Repub- 
lican legislative candidates were declared vic- 
torious over their Democratic competitors. 
There is a total vote of about 300 on the Island, 
and the Democrats usualiy bave a majority of 
from fifty to eighty. A few years ago the Re- 
publicans discovered that by the quiet invest - 
ment of a few hundred dollars they could 
surprise the enemy and carry Block 
Island. This led to counter-bidding by the 
Democrats until practically the entire vot- 
ing 3 has been educated to look 
upon election day as even a larger source of 
income than the ‘‘fees’’ from the summer 
hotel guests, many of them getting for their 
votes more money than they had been able to 
earn foranentire year. At the legisiative 
hearing the Democratic contestant has _ intro- 
duced fifteen affidavits showing that Repub- 
lican candidates and agents offered in cash 
from $25 to $50 for votes and promised to pay 
in return for votes the yearly house rents, to 
give steady employment for a year, to pay 
off mortgages and to defray the ex- 
penses of pending lawsuits. Names and cir- 
cumstances of the bribery are given in all 
cases, and the bartering appears to have been 
carried un in the most open manner. The 
counter affidavits have not yet been presented, 
but they are said to number 200, and to show 
that the Democrats offered from $25 to $40 for 
votes, which was generally refused. It is 
estimated that the election cost the Repub- 
licans about $4,500 and the Democrats about 

,000. Nearly the entire voting population 
be 5 bought to vote either in one way or the 
other.

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JUGGLING LEGISLATION. 

The objection to the new Missouri laws 
regulating the grain business is not that 
they are laws which will protect farmers 
and consumers from ‘‘cornering’’ opera- 
tions or from the effects of grain gambling 
by rings of speculfitors. 

They were not drawn up, nor were they 
approved by the Governor, for any such 
purpose, There is no promise of any such 
potency in them; not a single line or pro- 
vision in them to improve the protection 
afforded by previously existing laws. 

All the Supreme Courts, State and 
Federal, have decided again and again 
that a bargain to buy or sell grain or any- 
thing else wasa mere gambling transac- 
tion and could not be enforced as 
a legal contract, where it was the under- 
standing that the parties were to have 
the privilege of settling by paying the 
difference“ instead of by delivering and 
receiving the goods. As for the new pro- 
visions for punishing men who make bar- 
gains’ with such intentions, the dullest 
mind can see what a cross mockery it is 


to pretend that any conviction in such 


cases is possible. 

The whole objection to these laws is that 
under the disguise ofan attempt to pro- 
mote a good but impracticable purpose 
they coveran attempt to put upon the 
grain market of St. Louis manacles and 
handicaps from which the markets of 
Chicago and New York are free. Specu- 
lation and corner gambling in those 
places will continue torule and regulate 
the grain market, and this Missouri legis- 
lation will amount to nothing but a blow 
at the home market by imposing restrio- 
tions upon its commercial freedom.

A NEW FOREIGN POLICY. 

Ex-Minister PREIS, having spent four 
years in negotiating a treaty with Great 
Britain which the Senate refused even to 
consider, has just delivered an address 
favoring an abandonment of our tradi- 
tional foreign policy and the adoption of 
a new one. 

He would have this new foreign policy 
neither aggressive nor offensive, but fair 
towards others and sufficiently distinct 
and definite to secure to our great Union 
its just share of influence in the adjust- 
ment of allinternational difficulties and 
the settlement of all international ques- 
tions. Therefore he would have our for- 
eign ministers promoted to the rank, pay 
and consequence of ambassadors, and 
have our new international attitude sup- 
ported by “a naval force that should 
leave us nothing to fear from a collision 
‘‘with any other naval power in the 
‘*world,’’ 

These are the suggestions of a bookish 
law lecturer who has never served in 
either branch of Congress and whose only 
connection with government affairs was 
his period of posing as a diplomatic cipher 
at the Court of St. James. His advice 
will hardly outweigh that of WasSHINGTON 
and JEFFERSON, who committed the 
United States to the traditional policy 
of minding their own business, the simple 
policy of not meddling with outside affairs 
any further than might be necessary to 
maintain **‘peace, commerce and honest 
friendship with all nations, entangling 
alliances with none.” 

Mr. PHELPS’ proposition distinctly out- 
lines n policy of meddling and dictation, 
vi et armis, in the disputes of remote 
nations, with all the complications, en- 
tanglements and responsibility insepara- 
ble from such meddling. We may start 
out on such a course with a firm resolve 
never to play the bully or the aggressor, 
but with a change in the administration 
and treaty-making body every four years 
how long would we carry out sucha 
policy so as to retain the respect and 
friendship now accorded to us by the 
people of every nation?

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Ir we should give our foreign ministers 
the title and pay of ambassadors, as ex- 
Minister PHELPS proposes, they would 
still be the diplomatic nobodies they now 
are until a changein the constitution of 
our Government should make them, as 
other ambassadors are, the personal rep- 
resentatives of sovereigns holding the 
whole treaty-making power exclusively 
in their own hands. The ratification of 
our treaties is reserved to the 
Senate, and even after the Senate 
has ratified a treaty it cannot 
without the consent of the House enacta 
single statute necessary to give full effect 
to the provisions of such treaty. When 
we have any really serious negotiation on 
hand we appoint a special commission to 
attend to it, even when we have so dis 
tinguished a statesman as PENDLETON on 
the spot serving asour minister plenipo- 
tentiary. Had he been given the title 
and pay of ambassador the Samoan 
Commission would have been appointed 
all the same

Shoes Made of Leather Dust. 


From the Shoe and Leather Review. 

It may have been noticed that nowadays 
very few: old shoes and scraps of leather are 
observable lying in our streets or dust heaps. 
This isinagreat measure due tothe collec- 
tions of old scraps of leather, which are taken 
to mills, where they are cut up almost into 
fine dust, To this is added about # per cent of 
India rubber, and the whole is then subjected 
to a pressure of 6,0000r 10,000 pounds per 
square foot. The substance is then colored, 
and sold at prices some 50 per cent below that 
of natural leather, Itis manifestly a very 
poor substitute, and itis wholly wanting in 
fiber; in fact, if it were not for the insane 
craze for cheap articles, which buyers vainly 
hope to substitute for those which, though 
the original costis greater, are yet in the end 
cheaper, we should never hearof this com- 
pound, which might almost as well be made 
of sawdust as leather dust.

Mayor Noonan’s Order Against the Use of 
Fire-Arms Will Be Strictly Enforced by 
the Police—Probability of More Bonfires 
Than Usual—Scottish Clans Picnic—Labor 
Demonstration—Other Picnics, 


O-MORBROW will be the 

Fourth of July. It will 

probably not be the 

usual noisy, resound- 

ing, head-splitting 

Fourth that 88. Louis- 

ans have been accus- 

te tomoed to in years gone 

by, but it will be none 

the less patriotic and all the more enjoyable 
tor all that. The boom of the cannon will not 
Startle sleepers at an early hour; the explo- 
sion of the cannon cracker will not be 
an incessaut cause of annoyance and 
alarm, and the sharp, quick report of the re- 
volver will not cause a feeling of terror that 
the bullet has struck a human being. All 
these modes of celebrating are deprecated jby 
the city’s Mayor, and he has issued strict or- 
ders forbidding patrictism to effervesce in 
this manner. People, therefore, need not 
confine themselves to their houses to-morrow 
simply because it is the Fourth of July, 
and because if they venture out they 


would be in danger of being brought back a 
corpse or maimed for lite. It is a fact that 
many who would have liked to spend the 
Fourth by riding out on the street cars with 
their families to the parks have been re- 
strained from doing so by fear of accident to 
themselves and children. Rather than run 
such risks pig have remained in the house 
and kept their little ones off the streets. The 
number of accidents which occurred on the 
Fourth, through recklessness and careless- 
ness, fully warranted such precaution. There 
has not been a Fourth of July in St. Louis for 
many years but the day afterwards nearly a 
column of serious accidents has been pub- 
lished inthe newspapers, and undoubted! 
many occurred which were never reported. 
This Fourth, however, by reason of 
Mayor Noonan’s action in regard to explo- 
sives, no one need fear to venture out 
anywhere. The Mayor has issued specific or- 
ders against the use of cannons or firearms of 
any kind as means of celebrating, and the po- 
lice have been instructed to arrest any person 
found violating the Mayor’s proclamation on 
this subject. The Mayor’s intention was not 
to curtail the celebration of the Fourth in any 
way,butsimplv to lessen the danger of the gen- 
eraldemonstration. Firecraekers and harmless 
explosives will be permitted, without limit as 
to the amount, The day, therefore, will not 
be a quiet one by any means, but the chances 
of it being one of regret in many homes in- 
stead of joy will be greatly reduced. It will 
be celebrated as extensively as it ever was, 
but more reatonably. 

Mayor Noonan’s order preventing the use of 
cannons and revolvers will, it is believed, re- 
vive a custom which had been abandoned to a 
considerable extent. Itisa custom to which 
no danger is attached, which has much mean- 
ing in itand whichis an enjoyable method of 
ceiebration. The custom meant is that of 
lighting bonfires. Eight or ten years ago the 
boys used to look forward to the bonfires at 
night as the most enjoyable part 
of the day’s celebration. or ‘weeks 
ahead the members of the crowd which had 
decided to have a bonfire on a certain lot en- 
gaged themseives in hunting for barrels. The 
different ‘‘crowds’’ in various districts used to 
vie with each other in getting up the biggest 
bonfire, and marbles, tops and other valuables 
were exchanged for barrels whenever a trade 
could be made on that basis. It 
must be confessed, too, that many 
of the boys who would not think of stealing 
on any other occasion were not above pur- 
loining a barrelfrom the corner grocery or 
butcher shop, ifa favorable opportunity pre- 
sented itself. * * night came on the barrels 
were arranged in the lot in the manner 
thought to be the best for creating a big 
blaze. They were usually arrange in 
the form of a pyramid, and if 
there was no wind biowing were 
filled with straw. The torch was then applied 
and the blaze made was brilliant. Hundreds 
of these fires were lit in different parts of the 
city and the whole sky was illuminated. 
At the same time sky rockets and balloons 
were sent up from al! quarters and the effect 
was brilliant, The custom of late 
years, however, has fallen into decay, 
the object of the latter day celebrater 
being bent entirely in the direction of nolse. 
Many have asked why it was that the custom 
of lighting bonfires had lost its popularity 
with the present generation of young Amer!- 
cans, but there seems to be no satisfactory 
reason to account for its decay. It bas been 
said that as the city grew there were not 
places for big fires, but this is not 
a fact. There are a great many 
large lots in different parts of the city where 
bonfires could be lighted without any danger 
to adjoining property. Still these places have 
not been taken advantage of as favorable lo- 
cations for this method of celebration. Good 
and sufficient reasons for the abandonment of 
the bonfire are therefore not advanced. Itis 
expected that being deprived of the right to 
celebrate with acannon or pistol the small 
boys will resort tothe old custom of lighting 
bonfires asthe next best means of warming 
their patriotic souls.

Phineas T. Barnum Tells About One of His 
Philanthropic Enterprises.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., July 3.—Having re- 
ceived numerous requests from newspaper 
representatives for the particulars regarding 
his proposed London enterprise, Phineas 
Taylor Barnum gives the following statement: 
The entire show, known as Baruum, Bailey & 
Co.'s Circus and Menagrie, greatly simplified, 
will sail for Engiand about October 12 next, 


and will open in the Olympia, London, 
about November 1 for the winter season. The 
project has been under consideration for two 
years and it has been ascertained that the 
transportation over and back can be made for 
about $500,000. It will take three large steam- 
ers or five of ordinary size. Advance agents 
will be sent over six weeks ahead of the expe- 
dition with sixty tons of printing and the 
whoie of Great Britain will be billed 
for the first announcement, a thing 
never done before except for the 
Queen’s Exhibition. The attraction to be 
taken abroad will include eighty people— 
performers and attaches; forty 8888 zebras 
and trick mules; thirty led animals such as 
llamas, buffaloes, elks,fetc. ; twenty; perform- 
ing elephants; thirty-two camels; twenty-five 
chariots and music cars; Jumbo’s hide and 
skeleton, both well preserved. Five hundred 
tons of wardrobe and paraphernalia bave 
been contracted for and a large number of 
beeves will be we to feed the animals 
while en route. he company will include 
every periormer of note in America and the 
champion of every branch of arena entertain- 
ment. The which has been 
engaged for performances, is 
the largest € in the world 
seatin ,000 people, and will take 380 ring and 
hippodrome horses to give the performances 
therein. Excursion trains will be arranged 
for from all parts of Great Britain during the 
season. 

Mr. Barnum asserts that owing to the vast 
— — of this undertaking he does not an- 
ticipate that it will prove a wmoney- 
making enterprise, and does not particu- 
arly desire to have it prove so, but says: ‘‘As 
lam nearly 80 years of age, I desire while I 
am yet in robust health to show the people of 
Europe how much procter and grander an 
American circus and menagerie is than an 
European and I will spare no money to make 
this the culminating effort of my lite.“ 

The show will return to America next spring 
in time for the summer tour of the country.

INSPECTORS TO BE APPOINTED TO ENFORCE 
THE FIRE ORDINANCES, 


All Factories Must Have Fire Escapes and 
Shutters Which Can Be Opened From 
the Outside—Life Lines for the Whart. 
boats— No More Soft Jobs in the Publie 
Couatracts — Annual Appropriations — 
Municipal Matters. 


Under the provisions of a new Ordinance 
just placed on the Mayor’s desk for bis a». 
proval the force of building inspectors w)); 8 
increased to five. The present force has been 
unable to satisfactorily enforce the building 
ordinances in relation to fire esca bes, fire 
shutters, eto. Two years ago an Ordinance 
requiring all stores, factories, ete 
to be finished on the sides vot o, 
thoroughfares with tron shutters easily opened 
from the outside was passed, but never ia. 
forced, owing to the fact that the force ot 
inspectors was toosmall to make an exam. 
ination of each store and to see that the ge. 
quired changes were made. New 
buildings are being ereeted in this city 
at the rate of about 2,500 per annum.

Public Work Contracts. 


The new Building Committee of the Boarg 
of Public Improvements, composed of Com. 
missioners Klemm, Murphy and Me Matz, 
have determined to change the entire methog 


heretofore followed in doing work on the 
public buildings of thecity, It has made, 
careful examination for the amounts 
recommended by the Comptrolier tor 
improvements, alterations and repairs 
at the eleemosynar institutions, and 
have prepared ordinances 3 authorizing 
the Board of Public Improvements to let 40 
the work except minor repairs by public cop. 
tract. The practice beretofore has been to jut 
large amounts of work not always of the class 
known as repairs without any contract and 
without any definite estimate of the coat of 
the work being prepared and submitted to the 
board or to the committee. It has been 
found in many instances that the appropria 
tions were exhausted before the necessary 
repairs or alterations were made and the worg 
much more than half completed. Under the 
new method the bids for the work advertised 
by the board must come within the amount 
appropriated for each special item or they will 
be rejected. The committee construes sec. 
tion 682, article 1, of the revised ordi. 
nances to mean that the course referred tw 
must be followed by the com- 
mittee. The section named provides 
that no contract for work on publie 
buildings shali be awarded without the ap. 
proval of the Council. This puts a check on 
the expenditures for repairs and will save 
many thousands of dollars annually to the 
city. Underthis new rule of the Buliding 
Committee ail the contractors will be treated 
alike, and the board will have full contro! of 
this work as it has of all other of a publie 
character. 


Life Lines for Wharf- Boats. 


In speaking of the accident at the foot of 
Chouteau avenue on Sunday, Harbor Com- 
missioner Murphy said to-day: ‘‘I think i 
would be a good idea to have life lines at- 


tached to all the wharf-boats, landing boats, 
barges, tugs and other craft that are con- 
stantly in the harbor. These should be 
about a hundred feet long and about 
three-fourths of an inch thick. There 
are watchmen on all this river craft, 
day and nicht, and it would de 
only the work of a moment to attach the line 
to a hook in the flooring and cast it inthe 
water. Another simple plan would be to 
attach a piece of one-inch rope to the lar. 
board and starboard side of the boats, for- 
ward and aft. and let these hangin the water 
all the time. This might be done on 
the ferry and steamboats and tugs as well 
as on the stationary boats. It it is known 
that these appliances of safety are always 
ready, many of those who are placed in 
danger of drowning either when swimming or 
on falling overboard might be saved. There 
are fully thirty wharf and landing boats placed 
permanently in the harbor from Ferry street 
to the Arsenal atan average distance of about 
700 feet. Otherexpedients might be devised, 
such as a life-boatoneéach wharf-boat, ste, 
and this may —1 valuable suggestions that 
might be carried into effect without much ex- 
pense. 


Lineman Spare That Tres. 


The Municipal Electric Lighting & Power 
Co. having applied to the Board of Public Im- 
proyements for permission to run ita wires 
through the trees along the route approved by 
the board raised a question that has caused 


considerable discussion in that body. It 
seems that in many of the older cities clamps 
are used to attach the wires to the trees along 
the line where electric service is given. 
Many of the trees 80 utilized 
are hardy and , vigorous, gaving 
been watched and tended under rable 
conditions of climate, etc., while the eee in 
this city are young and tender and liable to 
injury if cut or blazedin any way. For this 
reason it is understood that the Board will 
compel the company to erect poles high 
enough to escape trees 40 feet high and under. 

The action of the Board will be hailed with 
delight by those who have spent a great deal 
of money, time and care in cultivating tue 
shade trees of the city. 


The Annual Appropriation. 


The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Delegates, which now has lu charge 
the appropriation bill, held a session to-day. 
Commissioner Dudley was present 
describe the needs of the Health Depart- 
ment.

The troops had also 
broken up their lines and the crowds of peo- 
ple were roaming about at will, Owing to the 
dense crowds Lord Salisbury’s carriage pro- 
ceeded very slo ly without its occupants be- 
ing recognized until Cheapside was reached.

the official uniform of the Premier attracted 
the attention of the sightseers, who bantered 
bis lordship untila body of troops was pro- 
cured to escort him and Lady Salisbury to the 
Guild Hall, which they were obliged to enter 
through the door assigned to ordinary visit- 
ors. The police on duty at the entrance 
stopped several detectives who were follow- 
ing the Premier, and would not allow them to 
enter until they had explained who they were,

The Dominion. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 3,—The fishery ques- 
tion has resumed another phase as. regards 
the encroachment of American citizens in the 
territorial waters of the Dominion, For sev- 
eral years past wealthy American gentiemen 
have rented streams and small rivers from the 
Dominion Government in Ontario and Quebec 


for Sabing purposes. One American club has 
secured the exclusive right of 240 square miles 
in Quebec, through which a salmon stream 
runs; another club holds a lease of 800 square 
miles of similar territory in that province. 
These gentiemen with their friends spend sev- 
eral weeks each summer enjoying the sport 
generally taking thelr own steam yachts an 
boats with them. It is now represented that 
it is in direct violation of the fishery treaty of 
1818 and subsequent fishery regulations, which 
stipulate that no American vessel or boat can 
take fish within three miles of the shore orin 
Canadian waters, 

The question has been raised, and forcibly 
goes to illustrate to what measures people on 
this side of the line will resort to create irrita- 
tion ucross the border. The attention of the 
Government here has been called, as an 
evening paper puts it, to the manner in which 
the fishing waters otthe Interior are being 
disposed of to United States clubs and individ- 
ual millionaires. 

AN ABSCONDER CAUGHT. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 5.—The Department 
of Justice has been advised that S. L. Kohl- 
meyer, an absconder from Butler County, 
Pennsylvania, has been committed for extra- 
dition at Toronto on a charge of forgery and 
uttering forged papers. As the prisoner can- 
not give any valid reason why 2 
should be stayed the Minister of Justice will 
probably grant the application for a warrant 
for extradition in a few days. 


Egypt. 

CAIkO, July 8.—An engagement bas taken 
place at Arquin between a force of Egyptian 
troops under command of Col. Wodehouse 
and a body of Dervishes. The Dervishes were 


defeated and fled. Their loss was 500 killed 
or wounded. Two English officers were also 
wounded. Col. Wodehouse is pursuing the 
Dervishes. 

FURTHER FIGHTING EXPECTED. 

The Dervishes attempted to effect a lodg- 
ment on the river bank. Col. Wodehouse im- 
mediately advanced and attacked them with a 
field force. The Dervishes made a stubborn 
resistance, but were finally forced to retire, 
fighting as they went. They were driven 
northward seven miles, but every foot of the 

round was hotly contested. Two guns be- 
onging to the enemy were captured by the 
British. It is expected that further fighting 
will occur shortly.

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THE CATTLE INDUSTRY. 
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REPORT or AN EMPLOYE OF THE BUREAU 
OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY. 


Changes in Range and Farm Cattle During 
the Past Two Years—Deterioration of 
Northwestern Stock—The Missouri Stall- 
Fed Cattle—Improved Methods of Breed- 
ing in the Southwest. 


HAVE for the past 
three months been 
traveling through the 
cattle districts,’’ said 
Richard Johnson of the 
Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, who is visiting 
friends in the city, 
‘‘with the object in 
view of ascertaining 
what the condition of the range and farm cat- 
tle now is, and what improvements have been 
made in the grade of stock on the ranges. On 
the whole, the result of my examination was 
decidedly satisfactory, and the reports of two 
other agents of the bureau will be of the same 
character. In some sections it is not to be denied 


that the grade of the cattle has deteriorated 
in a marked degree. This is especially true of 
the extreme Northwest and the farms east of 
the Missouri River. Four or five years ago the 
Oregon cattie, as they are called, 
although they are by no means 
contined to the State ot Ore - 
gon, were by all odds the best 
to be found on the ranges. They were nearly 
invariably three-quarters or five-sixths Dur- 
ham, ran highin flesh, weighing 150 to 250 
pounds more than the Montana and Dakota 
stock, and their beef was equal to that of fine 
stall-fed stock. To-day half - breeds are in the 
majority, the beef produced is not nearly 80 
fine and the average weight of the cattle has 
fallen off nearly one hundred pounds. 
DECLINE OF NORTHWESTERN OATTLE,. 

„The reason of this is that nearly ail of the 
best cattle were soldto Montana, Dakota and 
Northern Wyoming stockmen. High prices 
were paid,and thus the breeders of the ex- 
treme Northwest are not losers, but when an 
improvement is looked for among the cattle 
of the territories named it is not to be dis- 
covered. I have been familiar with that 
section for the last six years, and can 
positively staie that the stock now found 
there is not nearly so good as it formerly was. 
The ranchmen recognize this fact, and ex- 
plain it by the assertion that the Oregon Cat- 
tle are not nearly so hardy as the natives. Of 
the tens of thousands that were driven East 
over 90 per cent died during the winter, and 
every storm resulted in the destruction of 
many of them. One fact has been 
proved beyond a doubt and that is that 
neither In a cold nor a dry section of country 
should the Durham be introduced. Under 
favorable conditions the Durham makes the 
best beef steer on earth, but itis a stall and 
nota range animal, and occasional excep- 
tional successes should sot delude our 
cattlemen into adopting it. Millions of dollars 
have already been irretrievably lost through 
ignorance of this fact. The opinion is rapidly 
gaining force that the Hereford is the best 
stock with which to grade up range cattle 
and that even with this hard reed the scrub 
— should never be reduced below one- 
ourth. 


MISSOURI STALL-FED STOCK. 

On the farms in the agricultural belts of 
Minnesota, Dakota, lowa and Western Mis- 
sonrii marked diminution in the number 
of cattle kept has taken place within the last 
two years, and the farmers are still aiming to 
reduce ratber than to increase their holdings. 
The low price of cattle has make the 
industry upremunerative, and the breeders 
are selling off their cows and steers as rapidly 
as possible, replacing them toa great extent 
with horses. his is to be regretted, espe- 
cially in Missouri. It is a fact well known to 
the Department of Agriculture, but one gen- 
erally overlooked by the country at large, 
that the Missouri cattle average far 
higher than those of any other 
in the Union. In certain sections more 
fancy stock is to be found, and both Illinois 
and Ohio can probably show more thorough- 
breds, but when a general average of all the 
stock owned by farmers is taken, Missour! 
is easily rst. To see this fine 
breed of stock being reduced in 
consequence of a depression in the market 
that is only temporary, is something that can- 
not be regarded with indifference by the de- 
partment. 

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE SOUTHWEST. 
most encouraging change, and one 
which more than compensates for 
the losses in other directions, 
has taken place in the Southwes@, Only a few 
years ago the Texas longhorn, a lean, sinewy 
animal, was the only breed found in any num- 


bers south of the Arkansas. It was a 
popular superstition that fine cattle 
would not fatten on the Texan and 


New Mexican grass, and the consequence was 
that this great district was given up to a set of 
lanky, lean brutes that scarcely deserved 
the name of cattle. The closing of 
the trail was regarded as nearly 
ruinous to the Northwestern stockmen, but 
they are now beginning to see that it was 
their salvation. hen they could no longer 
drive their trash tothe central and northern 
ranges, there to be fattened and graded up, 
they set about doing this work at home. They 
had nothing to fear from cold winters, the 
only difficulty to be provided against being 
occasional dearth of water. After several 
trials it was found that a cross between the 
Durham and Devon gave almost as great 
beef-carrying capacity as that of 
the former, with the hardihood of the 
latter. The. result of this crass with the 
long-horn stock has beea that the latter has 
almost totally disappeared, and that the 
average weight of the cattle, at least of the 
2 and §8-year-olds, is greater by more 
than 100 pounds than it ever was before, 
I have paid particular attention to the year- 
lings and calves and when they come to 
maturity I feel certain that they will equal, if 
not exceed, the best Colorado cattle. This 
change is most favorabie toSt. Louis, as all 
the territory is directly tributary to this city, 
and cannot fail to make it a great cattie 
market.

erty, the stockholders are to be asked to ap- 
prové the creation of a $5,000,000 collateral 
trust loan. The security for this will be 36, 
000,000 bonds of branch roads now in the com- 
pany’s treasury, $6,000,000 of bonds in ter- 
minal property and $3,000,000 of other secur!i- 
ties. This loan is to be asked for and the 
bonds enumerated, notsold, as it is deemed 
unwiseto sellthem because of the income 
derived from them. The 1 un- 
mortgaged property in Tacoma will form the 
basis for the second $6,000,000 of credit. Only 
sufficient bonds will be sold at once to make 
such improvements as are imperative.

The Council Discusses Some Important Mat-

THE CYCLORAMA THEATRE. 


Plans Recieved From the Chicago Syndi. 
cate for an Entirely New Structure. 


The Chicago syndicate which owns the 
Cyclorama building on Washington avenue 
and Fourteerth street, and which has found 
it tobe a very poor investment, has for a 
long time had plans in view@f changing the 
building so as to make a theatre and buisness 
block of it. Their arrangements 
have been 80 often delayed how- 
ever, that there has been but little 


faith in their doing anything with the 

property. It is now almost certain, however, 

that they will carry out their scheme for util- 

izing the property. They have finally aban- 

doned the idea of using the building now 

standing on the grounds, and yesterday 

plans were received from them for an 

entirely new structure to cost in the neigh- 

borhood of $75,000. Tney at first expected to 

spend about $20,000, and then raised it to $35, - 

or $40,000. Their plans now, however, are 

definite, and are in the bands of Mr. Morgan 

McElfatrick for the purpose of receiving bids. 

They contemplate removing the present 

building entirely and erecting a four-story 

structure, ahalf basement counting as one 

story, atthecost mentioned. The basement 

will be used asacafe. The first story will be 

equipped asa theater. The second floor will 

be laid outto the best advantage for office 

purposes, and the third floor will 
be divided into two large rooms 
to be leased for lodge meetings, 
and they wil) be made as attractive as any 
lodge rooms in the city, outside of those. 
owned by secret societies. The parquet and 
dress circle, the lower floor, will seat 812 peo- 
ple, while the entire seating capacity will be 
1,970. It is expected that the work can be 
pushed so that the theater 7 be * — soon 
after November 1, and that R. Jacobs will 
have the management ot it. There is, how- 
ever, nothing definite as to this, as since the 
former plans were discarded the negotiations 
with Mr. Jacobs have been declared off. Mr. 
James Hannerty, the agent of the Chicago 
syndicate, declined to discuss the matter when 
seen this morning.
